WORK IN CONGRESS.

A Syaopeia of the Proceeding In Both
House.

Washington, Jan. 20. The senate, with
an average attendance of not more than
twenty-fiv- e members during the greater
part of the day, discussed the La A bra
claim till adjournment. During the
morning hoar public building bills were
passed appropriating about 800,000, one of
which gives 73,000 for a building at Jack-
sonville, Ills. Bills were passed to aid
South Dakota to support a school of mines,
112,000 a year; to increase the accommoda-
tions at the Detroit marine hospital, $20,-00- 0;

and after an executive session the sen-
ate adjourned.

Washington, Jan. 21. The senate yes-

terday passed a bill for a public building
at Grand Haven, Mich., i.0,000, and one
appropriating f lOO.OOOfor a building at The
lialles, Oregou, a town of 5,000 inhabitants.
Washburne introduced a bill imposing
special taxes on "options" on grain, and
Hoar presented a petition from New Or-
leans protesting against such legislation.

The house galleries wero crowded with
people expecting to hear the president's
Chilian message, but it did not appear.

chair, mid gave utterance audibly to an ex-
pression that was interpreted to mean
"I'll like to get hold of that policeman.1'

NOT SATISFACTORY.

The Conceaalons Made by Chill Not Up to
Requirement.

Washington, Jan. 27. It transpired late
yesterday afternoon that Minister Egan
had communicated to the secretary of state
the reply of the Chilian government to
the note of Secretary Blaine of the 21st
inst., as was stated in these dispatches yes-

terday morning from Santiago. The gen-

eral incredulity of the public regarding the
Santiago dispatches was due to the fact
that Mondaj Egan had notified the depart
ruent that the Chilian government asked
for two or three days longer in which to
make its answer, owing to the absence of
President Montt at the springs above San
tiago. '

Doenn't Mention an Apology,
It was not until last night that the fact

of the reception of the message became cir-

culated, and the sentiment among publio
men was one of doubt and uncertainty.
They knew not at first what to say on the
subject when asked for opinions as to the
new phase of the matter. The statement
of the contents of the message in yester-
day's telegram is said to be practically cor-

rect. Conversation with those acquainted
with the text of the note gives the impres-
sion that it was not satisfactory. No one
who was in a position to know them would
consent to discuss the terms of the reply.
The fact, however, that there is no refer-
ence to an apology for the assault upon the
Baltimore's ailors is sufficient to account
for the dissatisfaction of the officials with
its terms.

Natlafartory a to Matta'e Note.
As to the Matta note, the. offer of Chili is

believed to be fully up to the demand
made by the. note of the 21st instant to
Minister Egan. The matter of the latter's
recall is believed to have been sufficiently
settled by the terms of that note.and there-
fore no reference to it in the reply was
necessary. As was stated Monday night,
if Chili apologized for the Baltimore in-

cident the matter of amount of indemnity
by way of reparation, or whether or not
anything should be paid to the families of
Itiggin and Turnbull might very well be-

come the subject of arbitration; but the
apology must come first.

The Supreme Court Proposition.
The proposition of Chili to throw the

whole thing into the supreme court for
arbitration is variously viewed. By some
it is' thought to be a declaration by Chill
of full confidence in the justice and right
of her cause; n confidence so great and im-
plicit that she is willing to make a creat-
ure of the other party to the coutrovei y
sole judge of its merits. Others, however,
think it is, in common parlance, a bluff;
and that Chili is not honest or sincere in
her professions. It is recited that Chili
knows how the jurisdiction and powers of
the supreme court ate restricted and
limited by the constitution and that she
mude the offer, knowing that it could not
be entertained. The argument is ad-
vanced that the supreme court cannot and
would not assume jurisdiction ever such a
matter.

Itlaine IHttpute J urUdlctlon.
This point was urged in a notable case

only recently. Blaine aud attorney general
made a very strong contention that the su-
preme court cannot deal with a matter that
is the subject of diplomatic dispute. This
was in the Sayward case which grew out
of the Behring sen dispute. The petition
for a writ of prohibit ion in this case was
taken under consideration by the court
upon the ground that it was a legal ques-
tion and not a diplomatic dispute that was
brought lefore them.

The reply of Chili was the subject
of a consultation between the president
and Secretary Blaine at a lute hour yester-
day afternoon, as well as at the
meeting of the cabinet, at noon.
The views of the United States gov-
ernment upoit he reply will probably not
lie, communicated to Chili for a day or two.

THAT IS THE VIEW AT WASHINGTON

Will Withdraw Matt'a Note and the Re-

el u eat fur Kgau'a Emigration and Will
Leave the Valparalao Itlot to the United
Mtitea Bupreme Court Intenae Interest
at WwahlnKton In the Day'a Proceed'
Inge in Conirreaa.
Santiago, Jan. SO. The Chilian gor

eminent has Bent R reply to the ultima
turn of the United Sutea. The reply is in
effect as follows:

' Chili agrees to withdraw the offensive
note sent by Senor Matta to all the Chilian
ministers abroad and acknowledge that its
issuance was due to an error or judg-

ment.
Chili also withdraws its request for the

withdrawal of United States Minister
Egan.

In addition to this the Chilian govern-

ment, in its answer, proposes that the
affair of the attack on the Baltimore's
sailors in Valparaiso be submitted to the
arbitration of some neutral nation. If
this proposition is not acceptable to the
United States government the Chilian
government suggests that the matter be
submitted to the decision of the supreme
court of the United States.

Bynopala of the Prealdent'e Meesage.
Washington, Jan. 25. President Harri'

ton's message on the Chilian situation, ac
companied by the documents, correspond
ence, etc, in the case, was Bent to congress
Monday. The message reviews all of the
evidence in the case, and says he feels com
pel led to stand upon the demands of the
note of the 21st inst. to Minister Egan.
These demands are that the Chilian gov
ernment mut-- t apologize and make repara
tion for the assault upon the Baltimore's
sailors Oct. ' 16; that the Matta circular
note of Dec. 18 must be withdrawn, and
the language disavowed with as much
publicity as it was circulated, or diplo-
matic relations with Chili will cease; that
Mr. Egan's recall will not be considered
until these matters are disposed of. After
stating his reasons for making these de-

mands the president advises that they be
confirmed and enforced by congress.

IN THE HANDS OF CONGRESS.

The Stateatuen Mill Now Tacklv the
Qucetiou of Peace or War. -

Washington', Jan. 2d. Interest in the
Chilian situation has been tranf erred from
the executive departments to the Capitol,
Contrasted with the general feeling of ex
cited interest prevailing at the latter place
over the president's message and the ac-

companying correspondence, the state.
war aud navy departments seemed dreary
and deserted, and the undercurrent of ex
citementamoug the officials cropped out in
a few instances only. There was an unusual
number of sightseers from other cities
about the state, war and navy departments
yesterdny, and from the manner in which
they examined the models of the new
naval vessels In the corridors of the navy
department it was obvious' that interest in
the Chilian trouble was not on the wane.
Some of the war talk indulged in would
have been rather startling to Minister
Montt if he had happened that wuy, even
brides and grooms forgetting for the time
to bill and coo in the patriotic feelings
which the sight of the marine models
produced.

The A i hi.y Kendy for Serviee.
It is stated on high military authority

that the army is in condition for imme-

diate service. Twenty thousand United
States troops could be thrown into Chili
and 100,000 militia commanded by United
States officers, are also ready. Colonel P. J,
O'Kelly of the Second regiment of Irish
volunteers of New York city yesterday
called at the war department and tendered
Secretary Klkins the services of his regi-
ment in the event of trouble with Chill.
The regiment is composed of 1,000 men.
( n tressman Stahlnecker accompanied
O'Kelly and naid that the Second regiment
was one of the crack organizations of the
country, aud would acquit itself with
credit should its services be required.

The scene in both house and senate dur-
ing the reading of the president's message
was striking and suggestive. Long before
the hour fixed for the assembling of con-
gress the galleries were filled, and on the
floor the expected message and situation of
affairs were discussed in an animated way.
When at 12:.V) Mr. Pruden, the executive
clerk, appeared in the house with the mo-

mentous bundle in his hand, nearly every
seat on the floor of the bouse was occupied,
and the gallery entrances were filled with
throngs of people anxious to obtain a view
of the scone and desirous of hearing the
message read. Nothing could more elo-

quently portray the deep and widespread
interest iu the affair felt by the people.
The galleries were all full of interested
people. During the rending of the message
the greatest attention was paid to it, both
ou the floor and in the galleries, the au-

ditors apparently anxious to miss not a
single word.

Cnnxreaanten Paid Attention.
Blount, chairman of the committee on

foreign affairs, sat easily in his chair.while
just to his right Heed sat holt
upright, his ellows on the desk in front
of him, all attention. There was none of
the uwial newspaper reading and letter
writing, which the members engage-i-
when opportunity offers. They all felt the
gravity and imjHrtnu e of the situation,
aud gave it their earnest attention and
rouaideration. At the close of t he reading

In the senate the scene was similar in
all respects.

A Maaa of Rouated Humanity.
For two hours after the (ire broke out no

one supjHsed that any lives had been lost;
but as soon as the firemen could get inside
the building the awl'iii truth was made
apparent, in one room a mass of rousted
humanity lay entwined. When their
bodies were disengaged it was found that
there were seven persons in that moss
alone. The search in the upper rooms of
the east wing of the building was rewarded
by the taking out of four bodies burned to
crisp. Many persons who were unxious
about the missing crowded iiito the build-
ing where the searchers were at work.

JUSTICE BRADLEY'S LIFE ENDED.

The Aged ami I)it lniriilhnl .ItirUt Pnsa
ed to the Majority.

Washington, Jan. 155. The physician's
prediction that Justice Bradley would not
live until yesterday morning came very
near fulfillment, but the distinguished
jurist resisted the approach of death until
0:15, when he passed a way without a strug-
gle. Justice Bradley had Is-e- ill for sev-

eral months from general break down. On
Monday he grew worse and has since ail-

ed rapidly, although apparently not suffer-
ing any pain. Though conscious when
aroused he was so feeble that he talked
but little and took no notice of those about
him. lie was devotedly attended by his
agedjwife, two daughters and a son.

a few changes to prevent filibustering.
The house adjourned to Monday.

Washington, Jan. 26. The galleries in
both houses of congress were filled yester-
day with people who wanted to hear the
president's Chilian message. Hoar re-

ported a ' resolution confirming Horace
Chilton's title to a seat in the senate. Sher-
man introduced a bill to reorganize the
line of the army, and Hale one to increase
the navy. Shortly lefore 1 p. m. the presi-
dent's message was received anil read, be-

ing listened to with close attention. The
message and documents were ordered
printed and referred to the foreign tela
lions committee. Some routine business
was attended to when the official notice of
Justice Bradley'sdrath was received, and
after remarks by McPherson and Hoar,
the senate as a mark of respect adjourned.

Spaker Crisp presided in the house, and
was greeted with applause when he ap-
peared. Little was done except to listen
to the president's message, which was re-

ferred to the foreign affairs committee.
Stump of Maryland introduced a bill ab
solutely prohibiting immigration of
Chinese lalorers. At 3 p. m. t he house
adjourned.
